DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

The applicant's argument that Barber et al failed to disclose a micro- 
electromechanical variable capacitor wherein the facing surface of at least one plate 
has a roughed surface, the degree of roughness being sufficient to prevent the facing 
surfaces adhering together. The examiner finds this argument persuasive. Therefore, 
the examiner made decision to allow this limitation over the prior art of record. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4, and 31-49 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to claims 1-4, and 31-40, the prior art alone or in combination does 
not teach the limitation of a micro-electromechanical variable capacitor wherein the 
facing surface of at least one plate has a roughed surface, the degree of roughness 
being sufficient to prevent the facing surfaces adhering together. 

With respect to claims 41-49, the prior art alone or in combination does not teach 
the limitation of a method for fabricating a micro-electromechanical variable capacitor 
comprising the steps of fabricating at least one plate with a roughened facing surface, 
the degree of roughness being sufficient to prevent the facing surfaces adhering 
together.
